As argument goes, Carobolante et al depicts the newly amended 
claims where the VCM (element 1 1) with its terminals (or nodes) that are coupled to the back-emf detector (element 18') terminals without 
any element in series between the coupled terminals. 

Regarding claims 4-7 on the remarks filed on 6/30/03: applicants argue for the controlling the velocity (or speed) of the actuator as it 
move to the ramp. Carobolante et al discloses in col. 1, lines 28-53 the noted functions of above. 

Regarding claims 27-28 on the remarks filed on 6/30/03: applicants argue that the drive signal is nondithered. Carobolante et al 
disclsoes the PWM drive signal in col. 2, lines 57-60 which the PWM is known to the artisan in the art to be a nondithered signal.
